THE LOSS OF LIFE. 


Conservative men are of the opinion that 
the number of people destroyed will reach 
from 12,000 to 15,000. This view of it is based 
on many fragments of evidence obtained 
from over 100 citizens, being careful to select 
as‘intelligent men and women as could be 
found. They were chosen from as many 
occupations as possible, and from 
as) many social classes. They were 
asked to estimate the percentage of loss to the 
total population, to tell how many people of 
their acquaintance have disappeared, how the 
gathering of residents on the streets and in 
public places compare with the same in for- 
mer times. Their statements, of fact and es- 
timates, were proved as far as could 
be, 600d the pendulum of calculation seems 
to be beating time when they 
sewing from 12,000 to 15,000.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 5.—Six improvised 
morgues are in Johnstown, and in these bod- 
esare held until decomposition renders it 
unsafe to keep them longer. The temporary 


places for the dead arein churches and schoo!l- 
houses, the largest one being the Fourth 
Ward School-house, whére planks have 
been laid over the tops of desks, 
and on them the remains are placed. 
A corpse is dug from the bank; it is 
covered with mud; it is taken to the ante- 
room of the sehoo!, where it is placed under a 
hydrant and the muckand slime washed off. 
With aslash of a knife the clothes are ripped 
open, and an attendant searches the pockets 
papers that would lead to 
identification.

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THE MEETING ON ’CHANGE, 


St. Louls Responds to the Call of Distress 
From the Conemaugh Valley. 


The mass-meeting which was appointed to 
be held at 1 o’clock to-day on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange was called to order by 
President Churlies Cox, who at once 
introduced Mayor Noonan. There were 
about five hundred people present

The pur- 
pew of the meeting was to raise money im- 
iately to aid the Johnstown sufferers ann to 
— er canvas for subscrip- 
ons. 

When Mayor Noonan took the floor he said: 
**] will not recite to you again the circum- 
stances that have brought you together. 
They have been told you by the press of 
the count and you are all famiiiar 
with tbe cetails of the terrible disaster that 
has come upon a partof our country. Itis 
time now for action, not for words. As 
Mayor of your city, recognizing forty-eight 
hours ago the necessity forquick action, I 
took it upon myselfto issue a proclamation, 
or rather a notification that goods 
for the sufferers would be received 
at the office of the Mayor. I notified 
Pittsburg that St. Louis would not be back- 
ward in extending aid to Johnstown. Other 
messages have passed between Mr. McCreery, 
the Chairman of the Relief Committee, and 
myself, and the Board of Trade of Pittsburg 
has sent you an appeal, and in answer to that 
appeal this meeting has been called. Iam 
simply here atthe request of your President 
toaid you in any way Ican. The following 
message was sentto Mr, McCreery this morn- 


ing: 

Pay, H. McCreery, Chairman ofthe Relief 
Committee, Pittsburg, Pa: 

‘*I send draft for $500, contributions brought 
into my office. The merchants are now in 
session raising eet: 

‘*K. A. NOONAN, Mayor.’’ 

This is nota public meeting as we boped it 
would be. It is a meeting of merchants who 
have been so heavily drawn upon in the past 
that I know we cannot expect much now. 
There are some wealthy men and milliion- 
aires, who are not connected with 
mercantile pursults, who have not 
been heard from, who have not 
contributed to ald the sufferers, and to my 
certain knowledge they have never contrib- 
uted toanything else; so the responsibility 
falls upon the merchants again. But this is 
an unusual occasion. The disaster in the 
Conemaugh Valley is the greatest calamity of 
modern times. It is not confined to 
the State of Pennsylvania. Our grand country 
is one, and so closely are we bound togeéher 
that when one part of our nation is struck we 
are all struck. What is to be done 
inust be . done quickly. The charity 
that comes quickly is the real charity; 
that which is slow is often of little avail. Ac- 
cording to reliabie information between 12,000 
and 15,000 now lie dead in the little valley of 
Conemaugh. The visitation of God is upon 
them. 

‘*] don’t want to say much. There is not 
much to say, except that we should generally 
come forward to aid and assist our brothers 
who aresuffering. Letusheip to bury their 
dead; letus give them food and shelter until 
they can care for themselves. Philadelphia 
has given $200,000; New York, $100,000; Baiti- 
timore, $80,000; Cincinnati, $40,000; Cleveland, 
$88,000, and De Sota, Mo., $650. Let St. Louis 
now come forward and show herself the great 
and good city that she is.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 5.—Postmastere- 
General Wanamaker has sent the following 
circular letter to the postmasters of 100 of the 
largest post-offices throughout the country: 


With the view of ascertaining the relative 
importance of the receipt and dispatch of 
mails at Post-offices and the delivery there- 
from to the publicon Sunday, as compared 
with the same on the other daysof the week, 
and in order to reduce the work on that day, 
if itshall be found to be practicable and 
proper,I willthank you to carefully collect in- 
formation on the following points as applied 
to Sundays in the coming month of June and 
make report thereon ip detail to me, to-wit.: 

1. The amount of postage stamps, postal 
cards, newspaper wrappers, etc., sold at 
your office on each Sunday in June. 

2. The number of callers at your post-office 
on each Sunday in June. 

8. The number of mails dispatched and re- 
ceived on each Sunday in June and the ap- 
proximate extentof such mails. 

4. The number of letter-carrier collections, 
the approximate extent of the mail matter col- 
lected and the hours at which the several col- 
lections were made. 

5. The number of employes on duty each 
Sunday and the hours of service each. 

‘*I shall also esteem it a favor if you will 
submit to me with these replies any sugges- 
tions which may occurto yuu, after careful 
thought, asto the means and mode of re- 
ducing Sunday work in post-offices.’’ 

The information elicited by this letter will 
be laid before the Postmaster General for his 
consideration. Any action that may be 
deemed advisable will be announced in a 
future order.

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AN EARLY CHAPTER 


In the History of the Cronin Tragedy at 
Chicago. 


The Chicago News publishes the following 
history of differences inthe Clan-na-Gael be- 
tween Alexander Sullivan and Dr. Cronin. 
This trouble has frequently been referred to 
in the investigation of the Chicago tragedy: 

P. W. Dunne, formerly of this city and now 
of Pekin, lll., is said to be the first person 
who made charges against Mr. Sullivan. Mr. 
Dunne was a member of the Clan-na-Gae 


Camp at Twenty-second street and Wabash 
avenue. A convention of the Clan-na-Gael 
was beld in this city in August, 1881. 
The control of the organization passed 
at this convention into the hands of 
Alexander Sullivan, Michael Boland, 
then of Louisville, now of Kansas City, 
and Dennis C. Freely of Rochester, N. Y. Mr. 
Sullivan was Chief of the Triumvirate and wus 
President and Tresurer. Dunne claimed that 
Sullivan was using Clan-na-Gael funds for his 
personal purposes. A trial committee was ap- 

ointed in the camp or lodge, with Maurice J. 

jorney, a stock yards priest, as chairman. 
Father Dorney brought in a whitewashing re- 
port, saying that Mr. Sullivan was making 
money rapidiy and was abie on that ac- 
count to vay off his personal debts. Asa 
result of this alleged trial Mr. Dunne, who 

referred the charges. was expelled from the 

Nan-na-Gael and posted inevery lodge as a 
traitor to Ireland. He was denounced by Sul- 
livan’s friends as a crank and a dynamiter. 
Dr. Guerin and Dr. Lawless, who were also 
members of the Twenty-second street camp, 
continued the investigations, but soon gave 
up the attempt and resigned from the order. 
Nothing had been proved against Suilivan. 

Mr. Sullivan is said to have tried later to se- 
cure the control ofthe Land League. When 
the organization of the Land League Conven- 
tion occurred in McCormick Hall, Chicago, in 
January ,1882,it bad been decided ata previous 
caucus of the Clan-na-Gael to organize 

Land League with Clan-na- 
Gael officers. Alexander Sullivan 
was named for President and William 
J. Hynes for Treasurer. Hynes deciined to act 
and opposed Sullivan’s election. Sullivan did 
not become President, but became a member 
otacommittee of seven which exercised a 
kind of management of Irish-American socle- 
tyaffairs. Sullivan is said to have bad a ma- 
jority of the committee on his side, and with 
their aidto bave sc manipulated the Phila- 
delphia convention in the following year that 
he was himself elected President,and his nom- 
inee, Dr. O'Reilly of Detroit, Treasurer. Sul- 
livun continued to spend mg Ei ge and 
the old question again arose, here does he 
get the funds? 

Even after the Philadelphia convention Dr. 
Cronin continued to be a partisan of Mr. Suili- 
van, but soon began to criticise the latter and 
to draw attention to Sullivan’s manipulation 
offunds. This aroused Sullivan’s anger, and 
Dr. Cronin was expelled from the Clan-na- 
Gael on charges preferred by Mr. Sullivan. 
Dan Coughlin, the imprisoned detective, and 
Dr. Le Caron, the Brisish spy, were members 
of the trial committee that expellea Cronin. 
Dr. Cronin appealed, but no convention was 
held until 1884, when the clan met in Buston. 
There wasa split. An anti-Sullivan faction 
had been formed the year previous (1883), and 
Dr. Cronin was restored to membership in 
this faction. Kival camps were organized in 
various cities and Dr. Cronin continued bis 
investigations into Suilivan’salleged@ crooked- 
ness. eely and boland, the other members 
of the ‘‘triangle.’’ were also accused of mis- 
conduct. John Devoy came to Dr. Uronin’s 
aid and helped in the investigation. 

Two wings of the Clan-na-Gael were re- 
united at a convention held in Chicago last 
year. Dr. Cronin formally presented his 
charges against Alexander Sullivan. These 
charges were referred to a committee of six 
which met at Buffalo. Dr. Cronin was a mem- 
ber of the committee. Sullivan appeared 
before the committee in person. He ex- 

lained that as executive he had given $97,- 

to Gallagher who was sent to Engiand ona 
dynamite expedition early in 1882, and was 
promptly sentenced to life tmprisonment 
after his arrival. Sullivan’sown testimoney 
was the only proof of this expenditure. It was 
claimed that in the same year Jonn Daly, an- 
other dynamiter now in an English jail, was 
given $25,000 to blow up English public bvild- 
ings. From $25,000 to $50, 000 was also charged 
to Lomasney, who mysteriously disappeared 
the same year, some  cialming that 
be was ‘‘removed,’’ like Cronin. Four mem- 
bers of the committee refused to convict Sul- 
livan ef misappropriating funds, and the 
same four also acguitted him of the charge of 
having sent Gallagher, Daly and others on 
alleged dynamite missions to England and 
then turning them overto the authorities to 
cover upsevidences of shortage in the funds. 

Dr. Cronin was not satisfied with the con- 
clusions reached, and, assisted by John 
Devoy, continued his investigations. They 
aie said to have secured absolute proof that 
the ‘‘triangie’’ made false statements as to 
the amount of funds furnished the English 
dynawmiters. Then came the evidence secured 
through the failure of the Traders’ Bank. The 
report of the committee and Dr. Oronin’s 
minority report were to have been submitted 
to the convention of the Clan-na-Gael in Au- 
gust next. The feargftbis minority report is 
alleged by Dr. Cronin’s friends to have been 
the cause of bis ‘‘removal.’’

KLECTION. REFORM. 

In their argument against taxing the 
people to build up such. private fortunes 
and maintain such monopolies as CARNE- 
GIz’s, the tariff reformers made one of 
their most telling points by quoting the 
famous Supreme Court decision that it is 
not taxation, but robbery, to take the 
property of the citizens with one hand, 
‘‘and with the other bestow it upon 
‘*favored individuals to aid private en- 
‘*terprises and build up private fortunes.”’ 

The same Justice MILLER who wrote 
that, wrote also a more recent decision of 
the Supreme Courtinacase growing out 
of alleged violence and fraud in Southern 
elections, and in this decision, speaking 
again for the Supreme Court, he said: 

If the recurrence of such acts are too com- 
mon in one quarter of the country and give 
omen of danger from lawless violence, the 
free use of money in elections arising from the 
vast growth of recent wealth in other quarters 
presents equal cause for anxiety. 

Such an admission from a Republican 
Supreme Court, and from the lips of its 
most distinguished jurist, the friend and 
appointee of ABRAHAM LINCOLN, will 
surely not be ignored by a Republican 
Congress which undertakes to reform 
national elections in the South by having 
them held by Federal officers under 
Federal laws. 

The luminous vigor of Justice MILLER’s 
dictum in the tax case gave it more than 
the force of mere legal authority, and 
impressed it indelibly on the public mind 
as an indisputable maxim of wise and 
just public policy. What he now says for 
a Republican Supreme Court on the sub- 
ject of electoral reform should have, and 
doubtless was intended to have, a signif- 
icance beyond a mere warning that elec- 
toral reform isas much needed in the 
North as in the South. 

If the Republican leaders are wise they 
will read in it a plain intimation that the 
Supreme Court does not concede to Con- 
gress the power to make one set of elec- 
tion regulations for the South, and 
another for the North, or to enact a sys- 
tem of electoral reform intended to 
operate in but one section of the Union. 

Itisa traditional rule of the Supreme 
Court to jealously guard its utterances 
against any expression of political opina- 
ions, and to leave the decision of all po- 
litical questions to the political depart- 
ments of the Government. What may 
strike some asa political suggestion as to 
the need of electoral reform in both sec- 
tions should therefore be regarded rather 
as strictly legal advice. 

The Court knows how often it has de- 
clared void the special legislation devised 
for effect in the South only. It knows 
how often it has declared the right to vote 
a matter of State law, aright which Con- 
gress cannot confer, restrict or abolish. It 
knows how exclusively the Constitution 
vests in the State Legislatures the author- 
ity to direct the manner in which Presi- 
dential Electors shall be appointed. It 
knows how specifically limited is the au- 
thority of Congress over the times, places 
and manner of electing Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, and therefore the court has 
reason to dread that a Congress animated 
by sectional and party feeling and intent 
only on manipulating Southern elections 
fora partisan purpose will bring forth 
some unconstitutional measure and make 
a bad botch of electoral reform.

School Board’s action In refusing to grant a 
holiday for picnic purposes, and it created no 
little excitement on the South Side. The chil- 
dren had all been notified that the formation 
of a procession would take place at Con- 
cordia Hall and that the line 
would move promptiy at 9 o’clock, 
Long before the appointed hour children with 
baskets began to maketheir appearance at 
the place desigated by the Executive Comwmit- 
tee. Some were accompanied by their 
mothers or sisters and some came alone. 
They were all nicely dressed in either 
white, blue or pink, and quite a 
number wore red, white and blue paper 
sashes over their right shoulder and 
under their left. Many also carried wreaths 
and bouquets. It took some time for Mr. 
George G. Leiber, the Grand Marshal, to get 
the line of a thousand children formed, but 
he, with the aid of his assistant, Gustav 
Haussen, accomplished this task a 
few minutes after 9 o’clock and the order was 
then givento move. The procession moved 
east on Lynch street to Ninth, south on Ninth 
to Pestalogzi, east on Pestalozzi to Seventh, 
south on Seventh to Thirteenth and north on 
Thirteenth to Concordia Park. The march- 
ing host of the little ones was 
led by a full band of sixteen pieces 
with a young boyaboutl3 yearsof age, at- 


tired in fulldress parade costume, acting as 
drum major. At proper pofnts in the line were 
another band of sixteen pieces and the Con- 
cordia Drum Corps. The procession was viewed 
by a large number of people along the route, 
who cheered the youngsters and secured 
vigorous responses. A banner bore the in- 
scription:

plause. 

The line of march led pastthe schoo! house 
on the northeast corner of Ninth and Pestal- 
ozzi. School had ‘‘beenin’’ for probably halt 
an hour when the procession began to pass 
the building. Principal W. H. Wilcox 
and his corps of twenty teachers 
were present to perform their unpleasant 
day’s duty. Assistant Superintendent Foster 
was also on band. The lowest number of 
scholarsin any room was 2 the highest 10. 
The School Board has issued instructions that 
the reguiar course of study us far as was 
practicable was to be observed and the teach- 
ers began their work in the same manner that 
they would had there been a full representa- 
tion in the class. The children who had been 
compelled to attend by their parents were 
rather sad-eyed when they took their seats, 
and the ladies whose duty it is to instill 
knowledge into the youthful mind, and who 
find a stern manner generally requisite to 
success, impelled by a motherly feeling en- 
deavored in as far as they were able to as- 
suage the sorrow of their charges. Under 
their kind influences the faces of

aradually brightened and their regret became 
less bitter. But the fortitude they had sum- 
moned up was not sufficientto withstand the 
severe test which was to come. When the 
sound of music was heard in the distance, 
and then came nearer and nearer, the melody 
finally being mingled with the joyous 
voices of the young rebels as the procession 
passed by the school-house, the brave little 
hearts in the building: weakened and tear- 
bedimmed eyes were upturned to the faces of 
the ‘‘guard.’’ And the ‘‘guard’’ weakened, 
too. It was more than the good women could 
bear to resist the mute appeal of those up- 
turned eyes and they let the little 
ones go to the windows. They 
stood and watched their brightly-dressed 
and joyous companions go by cheering as 
loudly as they could, and never thinking per- 
haps that each cheer gave an additional pang 
of regret to those who watched at the win- 
dows. When the procession had passed, and 
while the music and merry shouts were still 
ringing in thelr ears, the little prisoners went 
back to their seats to take up their studies. 
No doubt every once and awhile their minds 
wandered to the cool and shady green, where 
their fellow scholars were enjoying them- 
selves to their hearts’ content, and a sad 
memory of the pleasure they were denied; a 
memory which will livefor years was given 
birth in their minds.

steps atthe school house. He said that the 
total numberin the school was ninety-one, 
and the average attendance was about eleven 
hundrea. The course of study would be fol- 
lowed as closely as possibie, but in some re- 
spects itcould not be carried out. In some 
rooms thetthere were only two scholars for 
instance the songs written for four and a 
chorus could not be given. The gong for in- 
termission and recesses was rung as reguiariy 
as ever and the teachers would be on

a statement as the representation in each class 
Mr. Wilcox said that be did uot desire to have 
detaiis such as that published; he thought it 
was sufficient to state the entire number in 
attendance, and that no room was without 
some representation.

A QUESTION OF BLOWS. 


Inquest on the Body of Louis Diefenbach, 
Killed by John Kelly. 


Coroner Frank held an inquest this morning 
in the case of Louis Diefenbach, the young 
chain maker who was shot and killed by John 
S. Kelly in a saloon at Franklin 
avenue and Seventeenth street shortly 
after 5 o’clock p. m. Monday. 


The testimony having been submitted, the 
jury found as according to the evidence, 
and Kelly will be held for _  prelimt- 
Lary examination. Mrs. Nellie Walters tes- 
tified as reported iu last evening’s Post- 
DISPATCH to the effect that Kelly, who tis 
anagent in the employ of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co., had on several occasions 
called at her house and made insulting re- 
marks about her person. She said that she 
bad taken revenge on the wmiscreant 
by administering a well-deserved 
drubbing with a clothes stick and bad 
ho thought ofvengeance in her mind when 
she wenttothe saloon on Monday evening. 
She insisted tust she entered the place simply 
to clear the barkeeper, Christ Durr, of all sus- 
picion, he having been accused by his 
employer of telling Mrs. Walters what 
was said about ber by Kelly. Diefenbach and 
Charles Buecker offered to accompany her, and 
the former in striking Kelly acted without her 
knowledge or consent. The remainder of her 
testimony was the same as published. 

The proprietor of the saloon, Louis Bort- 
feld, gave testimony which was strongly in 
favor of the theory of self-defense. He said 
Diefenbach struck Kelly with his fist and 
knocked him to the floor, srriking him again 
before he conld rise to his feet. Mrs. Walters 
awore that Diefenbach had used his open hand 
while delivering the blow and Charles Bucker 
substantiated her statement. No new features 
were evolved. Kelly was heid for the killing.

THE MAYBRICK POISONING CASE, 

LIVERPOOL, June 5.—Tbe inquest into the 
death of Mr. Maybrick who is supposed to 
have been poisoned by his wife, was resumed 
to-day.

PENSE TO-DAY. 


Nice Littie Family Arrangements Under 
Which Some ofthe Colored Schools Are 
Managed at Present—Colored Citizens 
Insist on the Enforcement of the Beard 
Rules—One Principa! Not Wanted. 


O-MORROW evening the 
Teachers’ Committee of 
the School Board will 
meet to finally agree 
upon the recommenda- 
tions to be made to 
the board for the 
next scholastic year. 
The eommittee has re- 
ceived reports from all 
the principals, and has 
placed the names of ten 
teachers on the list for dismiseal. A 
report that the Reform Committee of 
the Reform Board had decided upon a 
large number of removals to-day 
spread consternation among the teachers. 
Messrs. Holmes, Parie, Sheahan and Kelly of 
the committee unite in giving assurances that 
there isno cause for this apprehension. In 
compliance with the requirements of rule 133, 
the board at the close of each scholastic year 
makes its appointments, transfers and pro- 
motions for the next school year. Upon this 
work the Teachers’ Committee, composed of 
Directors Barstow, Holmes, Richardson, 
Kelly, Sheahan, Kaiser and Parle have been 
engaged forsome time. The committee has 
received reports and recommendations from 
the principals, and in going over the list of a 
thousand teachers it has been decided 
to drop ten for inefficiency. The commit- 
tee will also take advantage of 
this opportunity to rid the schools of one or 
two objectionable colored teachers whose 
names figured in the investigation made into 
the charges of immorality against colored 


teachers several months ago. The committee 
was not able at that time to secure the evi- 
dence necessary to 
WARRANT DISMISSAL, 

though personally they were well con- 
vinced that the teachers implicated were 
unfit for the positions they occupy. 
At present the board can, without any allega- 
tions of misconduct or inefficiency, dismiss 
the objectionable teachers. This will be done. 
The members of the committee refuse to dis- 
close the names ofthe teachers listed for dis- 
missal, as the cases will be given a rehearing 
at to-morrow’s meeting and the decision of 
the committee may then be changed. 

The colored citizens who stirred up the in- 
vestigation into the charges of immoral con- 
duct on the partof the colored teachers some 
months ago, will present another nut for the 
committee to crack to-morrow evening. They 
demand thatthe rules ofthe board inforced 
against the white teachers be enforced against 
the colored teachers. 

Aruleof the board prohibits the employ- 
ment of married lady teachers. Nevertheless 
the board continues to employ severa] mar- 
ried colored teachers whose husbands afe also 
employed in the schools. QOneof the argu- 
ments they present against the present ar- 
rangement is that the efficienoy of the colored 
schools isimpaired and thatan injustice is 
done to other teachers employed in the col- 
ored school. A case in point which they sub- 
mitis this: Mr. Hale Parker is principal of 
Colored School, No. 1, receiving $7 per day. 
Mr. Oscar Waring is principal of the Sumner 
High School, drawing $9 per day. Mr. Park- 
er’s wife is on Mr. Waring’s staff of 
teachers ile Mre. Waring as a hostage 
is a memberof Mr. Parker’s corps. Should 
Principal Parker find any fault with Mrs. 
Waring it will naturally not improve Mrs. 
Parker’s position under Mr. Waring. Oon- 
ceding that both principals are very just men 
and striving solely forthe success of their 
schools it is not improbable that this peculiar 
arrangement might put the other teachers at 
some disadvantage. This condition of things 
exists to some extent

plaint before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission but on the advice of his attorney, 
Charies Claflin Allen of this city, began pro- 
ceedings by the indictment of Tozer as the 
law provides. The St. Louis merchants went 
to Washington and laid their case before 
the commission. They did not think 
it necessary to employ an attorney to 
plead their cause asthe case under the law 
wasso exceedingly plain. The railroad as 
usual was represented by its attorneys, who 
made alengthy argument. The case was sub- 
mitted and the grocers returned to St. Louis. 
For nearly two years they have been awaiting 
adecision. It has never come. 

They were anxious to get the decision before 
Hayward secured the conviction of Tozer, but 
the machinery refused to work. The petition 
they had dropped in the slot got caught some- 
where in the passages of the commission 
apparatus and no opinion came out. Inthe 
meantime Hayward secured the conviction of 
Tozer. 

' GEORGE D. REYNOLDS, 
United States District Attorney, who made 
the closing argument for the Government at 
Hannibal, said to-day: ‘‘I don’t know what 
will be done with the case now.

MURDEREDBY A BURGLAR | 


TERRIBLE SEQUEL TO A BLOODY TRAGEDY 
AT TOPEKA, KAN. 


Mr. A. T. Rogers, a Prominent Merchant, 
Fatally Shot and His Wife Seriously 
Wounded in a Battle with a Burgliar— 
Flight and Capture of the Murderer— 
The Latter, Nat Oliver, Lynched by 
Infuriated Citizens. 


TopeKa, Kan., June 5.—About 4 o'clock yes- 
terday morning a burglar entered the home of 
A. T. Rogers in this city, and in passing 
througharoom Mr. Rogers was awakened. 
Thinking the disturbance was occasioned by 
one of his children, he rose from the bed, 
waiked across the room and ran against a bur- 
giar. There being no lighthe grappled with 
the intruder, who fired his reyolver, the 
ball penetrating his abdomen. Another 
shot struck him in the shoulder. Notwith- 
standing his injuries Rogers heldthe burglar, 
threw him downand, with the assistance of 
his wife and the servant girl, he held him on 
the floor. Inthe struggle another shot was 
fired, striking Mrs. Rogers in thegroin and 
inflicting a dangerous wound. A desperate 
encounter ensued on the floor, the burglar 
still retaining his reyolver. Mrs. Rogers 
bit the burglar’s arm and hand in several 
places and the servant girl finally forced 
the man’s hand open, secured the revolver 
and gave it to Rogers, who struck the burg- 
lar several times onthe head and got him 
under subjection. Not realizing his injuries, 
Rogers gave the man bis liberty and told him 
to leave the premises, saying as the man went 
out the window, ‘‘I will be merciful to you, 
although you bave shown me none.’’ 
THE MURDERER CAPTURED. 

The neighbors were summoned and it was 
soon found that Rowers was badly hurt, and 
his wife almost as seriously. Rogers died 
about 9 o’clock, becoming delirious and 
praying that his children be protected from 
the burglar. Rogers was the head of the 
firm of Rogers & Strahaban, merchant tailors, 
and belonged to one of the oldest families in 
Topeka. The citizens flocked to the residence 
by hundreds. The Chief of Police sent out 
officers on all the roads leading from Topeka, 
and at 9:30 o’clock they arrested the robber 
and murderer about fuur miles from the city 
as he was proceeding in the direction of Kan- 
sas City. He started to run from the officers, 
but was captured and brought to the city 


prison, raelg - subsequently remoyed to the 
County Jail for safety. He gave his name as 
Nat Oliver. There were several small burg- 
laries committed in the neighborhood of the 
Rogers residence Monday night and some of 
the stolen property was found on his person. 
His band and arm showed where he bad been 
bitten by Mrs. Rogers, andon his bead were 
marks where her husband struck him with 
the revolver. 
THE MOB’S FURY. 

The servant girl, Mary A. Clinkerman, was 
almost positive in her identification of him. 
Oliver accounts for his bruised appearance by 
stating that he attempted to steal a ride on the 
train and that he was pounded and bitten by 
the brakeman. All the circumstances, how- 
ever, indicated clearly that he wasthe per- 
petrator of the deed. Great crowds of = 
swarmed around the prison all day 
threatening to take the man out an d 
hang him. The jail was strongly guarded. 
The precautions taken by the authorities 
proved futile, however, and about 9 o’clock 
at nightthe crowd which had surrounded the 
County Jail all day forced its way inside, after 
beating back the police force and severely in- 
uring Chief of Police Gardner and Officer 

ufford. fer gee inside some difficulty 
was experienced tn locating the céll in which 
the prisoner, Nat Oliver, or Oliphant, was 
confined. Anumberof cells were broken in- 
to and heavy iron doors battered down with 
crowbars. During this work the crowd out- 
side kept up a deafening yell, and urged those 
on the inside to get their man at any sacrifice. 
It required two hours to reach the prisoner. 

LYNCHED. 

The prisoner was then taken 7 the mob to 
the front of the First National Bank, at the 
intersection of Kansas and Sixth avenues, the 
most prominent corner in Topeka. He was 
questioned as to bis complicity in the robbery 
and murder, and confessed that he did it, im- 
ploring the crowd to hang him in such a man- 
ner that his neck would be broken. He was 
very nervous, and was so frightened when 
first found that he could neither move a mus- 
cle nor speak a word. He attempted toad- 
dress the crowd from the bank steps, but the 
confusion wasso great that his words were 
not audible. 

The cry of ‘‘hang him’’ came from tbhou- 
sands of throats and arope was thrown over 
a telegraph pole and the prisoner was jerked 
to his doom. After being suspended a mo- 
ment in bis death struggle a shot was fired 
from the crowd, striking the victim in the 
head and ending his sufferings. A crowd of 
probably 10,000 peopie, including hundreds of 
women, witnessed the execution. The elec- 
tric lights made the scene almost as bright as 
day, and the crowd lingered for an hour or 
more gazing at the body hanging in midair. 

UNIVERSALLY APPROVED. 

The sentiment was one of universal ap- 
proval, and among those engaged in taking 
the prisoner from the jail were many well- 
known citizens. Robberies in the city have 
been frequent of late and the feeling of inse- 
curity in the community was intensified by 
this last actof theftand murder. Thelaw in 
this State, which practically peers capital 
punishment by requiring t Governor to 
nee the warrant of execution, was 

t to be inadequate for cases of this pecu- 
liarly aggravated description, and this one 
fact made many converts to the theory of 
lynching. The crowd engaged in the lynch- 
ing of the prisoner and as spectators was very 
orderly, but very resolute. The absence of 
liquor had much to do with preserving the 
temper ofthe mob which at no time mani- 

disposition to g0 far- 
the circumstances de- 
County Attorney Welch and 
the venerable Dr. McCabe endeavored 
to disperse the mob by appeals to let the law 
take its course, but the people, though listen- 
ing attentively, were of a different mind, and, 
after the hanging, there were many expres- 
sions to the effect that the event would be a 
valuable lesson to criminais; that families 
would no longer feel terrorized beca because of the 
lax administration ofthe law, and that the 
punishment inflicted in this case was abun- 
dantiy deserved. The body was cut down at 
midnight and taken to the jail in charge of the 
Coroner. 

Mrs. Rogers isina very critical condition 
from the effect of the wound and the terrible 
shock to which she bas been subjected. No 
crime has ever occasioned such intense ex- 
citement in Topeka.

time. The Baron recently returned to this 
city after a brief visit to Germany, and last 
Thureday night was married to Miss Frances 
Porter Baylies, a beautiful young 
lady well known in Chicago society, 
Baron Joachim Carl Von Scheliba was born o 
the estate of Labechutz, near Bresiau, Ger- 
many, and is the oldest son of Baron Cari 
Joachim Von Scheliha, late member of the 
Reichstag in Berlin. Some years ago the 
Baron’s parente were divorced by Duke 
Ernest of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, and the father 
came to America. iiils son, Cari, accompa- 
nied him and remained here fora number of 
years. Hereturned to Germany again and 
entered the army as an ~oflicer in the 
First Cavalry Regiment. He returned 
again to New York and became 
a teacher of lianguages. The mother of 
Baron Von Scheliha was Comtesse Matuschka 
Toppolzecan Von Spaetgen, upder which 
name shele well kaown as an authoress. 
Those of her works best known are ‘Sphynx,’ 
‘*The Word of an American,’’ ‘*Per Procellas 
ad Portum,’’ ‘‘Foreign Blood,’’ and the 
dramas which were played by the Veiningen 
troupe at Kerlin. 

Baron Yon Scheliba met Miss Bayliss in 
New York last winter. She isa Southern lady, 
whose father, Thomas Bayliss, a wealthy reali 
estate Owner, is now living in Chicago. 
Miss Bayliss is tuill and hand- 
some and is about 22 years old. She is 
well known as the composer of 
s0me very popular music. She wrote the 
march ‘‘America,’’ dedicated to ex-President 
Cleveland, and those catchy waltzes,

‘LOST IN TIME OF PEACE. 


DETAILS OF DISASTERS TO UNITED STATES 
MEN-OF- WAR. 


The Loss of the Wateree Off the Coast of 
Peru—A Big Ship Carried Eight Miles 
Inland—The Fredonia Caught by the 
Same Tidal Wave—Wreck of the Huron. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPATCH. 

New YORK, June 5.—The arrival of the 
officers and crew of the wrecked men-of-war 
Vandalia and Trenton at San Francisco from 
Samoa, and the fact that they are now on their 
was East has somewhat revived the stories of 
disasters to war vessels in peaceful times. No 
man in the naval service of the United States 
is better informed on this point than Commo- 
adore Waiker, Chief of the Navigation Bureau, 
who may be called the liner of the navy. 
Commodore Walker’s memory is still fresh 
with details of the loss of the Wateree off the 
coast of Peru in the year 1868. The Wateree, 
a magnificent ship, was lying inthe barbor of 
Arica, Peru, when a tidal wave picked her up, 
and carrying her over house and tree tops, 

deposited ber eight miles inland into the mid- 
die of a tropical forest, where she ended her 
days asa hotel. The same tidal wave caught 
the steamship Fredonia, lying at anchor, 
rolled her overand sunk her instantiy with 

every soulon board. The’ disappearance of 
the Albany, a sloop of war, is a mystery that 
will never be fathomed. She left Bombay, 
India, in the spring of 1856 and was last seen 
in West Indian waters. She is supposed to 
have gone down in acycione with every soul 
of her crew of 210 officers and men, as she 
was never beard from after she sailed on her 
last cruise. The Monongatlela, now in active 
service, had a peculiar experience in the year 
1867. She was caught up bya tidal wave, car- 
ried over a number oflarge buildings on the 
Isiand of Santa Cruz, West Indies, knocking 
down one of them and deposited in the streets 
of acity. Subsequently workmen were sent 


there who blocked ber upand launched her 
again. 
THE LEVANT. 

In.1858 another sioop of war, the Levant, 
disappeared from the face of the globe in the 
waters of the Pacific, taking some 200 men to 
‘*Davy Jones’ Locker.’’ In 1863 the brig of 
war Bainbridge metacyclone off Cape Hat- 
teras. A colored cook picked up a day or two 
aiterwards on a bitof wreckage told the story 
of the loss of every one of his shipmates. The 
old Yorktown was blown asbore near the Cape 
Verde Isiands on tne African coast some years 
later, but the crew escaped. The wreck of 
the Huron, although it occurred thirteen years 
ago, is still fresh in the minds of ses te 
on the coast. The ship was wrecked upon 
Currituck Beach, N. C., and few of her crew 
escaped to tell the story of the heavy weather 
and false beacon lights. 

Foreign nations have been less unfortunate 
in their losses. The British admiralty office 
have the following records of disasters: The 
loss of the German man-of-war Grosser Kur- 
furst, off Foikeston, near Dover,in the En- 
glish Channel, on the night of May 31, 1878, 
was aterribieone. Onthe afternoon of May 
29 three of the finest vessels in the 
German navy, the Preussen, the Grosser 
Kurfurst and the Koenig]Wilhelm left the navy 
yard at Wilhelm Haven bound for Gibraltar. 
Soon after passing Calais, a bark which was 
tacking off shore got directly in the course of 
the Grosser Kurfurst, which ported her heim 
toavoid a collision. The Koenig Wilheim, 
which was sailing close behind, pulled hard 
aport so suddenly that she struck the Grosser 
Kurfuret forward of her mizzen mast. Almost 
immediately the Grosser Kurfurst went over 
on her broad side and sank ig fifteen fathoms. 
Her crew jumped into the water as 
she went down. Many must have been scalded 
by the escaping steam, for out of her comple- 
ment of 500 men only twenty-three oflicers and 
160 men were rescued, and of these two died of 
exhaustion. The Koenig Wilhelm also barely 
escaped disaster at this time and was obliged 
to put back to Portsmouth for repairs. 

THE SULTAN. 

A British ironclad, the Sultan, was stranded 
on the rocks of Comino, asmall islanaG not far 
from Malta, on March 7, last. It appeared 
from investigation that when she struck 
the rocks the water poured so fast 
into her hold that the captain and the crew 
were obliged to abandon her. This occurred 
on the morning of March?7. For four days 
she iayonthe rock and then her guns and 
stores having been removed, she was consid- 
erably lightened, but it was still impossible to 
get her afloat. Several British men-of-war 
were inthe neighborhood and also a German 
iron clad, butthey were uuable to render any 
assistance beyond the rescue of the Captain 
and crew. The Sultan was ascrew armored bat- 
tle shipofthe second class of 9,290 tons and 
7,720 horse power. She was commissioned at 
Portsmouth on April 20, 1882, and up tothe 
time of the disaster was attached on tempo- 
rary duty to the Mediterranean squadron. 

Other disasters in time of peace can be read- 
ily recalled. Everybody will remember when 
the British ship Bombay ran into the United 
States corvette Oneida in the harbor of Yoko- 
homa on January 24, 1870, causing the loss of 
the Oneida and of the lives of 112 of her 
men. Capt. Eyre, in command ofthe British 
ship, did not stop to see bow badly he had in- 
jured the corvette, and when the case came 
up for inquiry before the admiralty he was 
severely censured for his conduct. Excite- 
ment ran very high at that time, and during 
the trial Capt. Eyre was in almost constant 
danger of fatal assault from the infuriated 
relatives or friends of some of the lost men. 
The matter weiched so heavily on him in- 
deed, that within afew months after the trial 
he died.
